Though Mrs. Lowe pleads ill-health wn her
réakon for wishing to lay down the respon-
sibility of the oMee, there are those, among
whom are near frieuds, who say ahe has wn-
other and stronger reason for regignlug st
this time. Just what the dipectory would
do with the color question hos been A gues-
tion with elubwomen ever since the Mil-
waunkes meeting and in referring it to the

The department counts with
considerable confidence on the re-enlistment
of & large number of men whose term of
seryice will expire on June 30, 1901, At
the same time, It the army reorganization
bl provides for a permanent force of 60,000
men or over, and it & not thought likely
that 1t will tall below this fgure, there will
be 33,000 men to enlist between the date of
the passage of the bl and the discharge
of the presont regulars on the S0th of June

The chief recruitiog oMceer of the depart-
moent, Mafor Johnson, saye It I8 Impossible
o make dny predictions as (o the speed
with which the recrulting can be carried on,
but that it will depend largely upon the
number of officors that the department can
detull  for recrulting  duty., When the
Epanish-American  war woas  officlally de-
tlared to be ended and the discharge of
the volunteers rendered the recruiting of
fresh  reglments  lmperntive, there ware
25,000 new men added to the regular estab-
Hahment in (he spnce of about six weeks,
In spite of the fact that volunteer oMecers
at that time were recruiting nll
country to fill up the volunteer regiments.
The first reglments enlleted for the regn
lar dervice  were teeruited, equipped  and
drilled and ready for transnortation on an
average of forty-four days each, more than
ten dave gquicker than the average for the
reglments enligted at the beginning of the
Epanleh war

BAD TANGLES IN PORTO RICO

Commissloner Elllott Heports Prop-
eriy Holdings in the Island to He
In Troublesome Confusion,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—The commlis-
sloner of the interior for Porto Rico, Wil-
Ham H. Elliott, In his aonual report to
the rwecretary of the Interlor, says that
most expert manipulation as well as de-
tective Ingenuity will be needed to un-
tangle the muss of cross titles, duplicativo
and lapplng of grants and concessions and
assumed the right to make grants of lands,
that have grown with the centurles of rule
In the interest of the faveored few., The
archives of the Islands were found In &
disordered condition, Many records of
cases  never have been closed and are
milxed with those diuposed of.
